was listened! to with a ‘great deal of 
pleasure by those present. He said::' 
- As I went’ along 'the,‘North Shore” 
on my way east a'couple of years ago 
Iwas greatly impressed with the sea 
of rocks through which we passed, 
and I made up my mind that as soon 
as I..could get time.I was going to 
Tearn .a fittle about the geology of 
Canada. But in speaking to you today 
.on the subject of (Canada’s potential 
mineral resources, T want. to state 
most emphatically I am not attemnt- 
ing in any mamner to pose as a geolo- 
gist, for I have no doubt whatever 
that there are many here who have 
forgotten more of this subject than I 
shall ever-know. I am, - however, 
speaking on this subject as a native 
Canadian who is interested in every. 
thing pertaining to his country, in any 
realm of knowledge. 

Today, however, I am only going to 
speak of a few of-our minerals: to 
mention them all in the most super- 
ficial way would take all this after- 
noon and part of this evening. Those 
.to which I am going to refer are, iron, 
copper, nickle, silver and gold, and I 
have gathered my data from an ad 
dress by Dr. ‘Corless at the annual 
meeting olf the Canadian Institute of 
(Mining amd) Metallurgy at Toronto 
last March, and from the report of 
Prof. Graham to the Empire Mining 
Congress held in London, England, 
last June. 

The title of Dr. Corless’ address 
was “The Mineral Wealth of the Pre 
Cambrian,’ and he spoke of the Pre- 
Cambrian Shield, so called, as the 
greatest physical and geological feat- 
ure of Canada. It is about two million 
snuare miles in extent, covering more 
than nine-tenths of} “Quebec,  three- 
auarters of Ontario, two-thirds of 
Manitoba, one-third of Saskatchewan 
and. a portion of the north-east corner 
of Alberta. 

Systematic prospecting can hardly 
be said to have existed in Canada 
until nearly the middle of the nine- 
teenth century. Before that time little 
or nothing was known of the geolory 
of the country. In 1843, however, the 
geological survey of Canada’ was insti- 
tuted by the Provinelal Government 
of Ontario, with Sir Wm. Logan as 
Mirector, and the work of surveving 
Canada geologically began. I mention 
this here because the establishment of 
this survev marks the first {mportant 
event in the history of Canada’s min- 
eral industry, an industry which, I 
believe. will amaze the world hefore 
this. century is over, and having in 
mind the hunger of some countries 
for raw materials, will draw to our 
land a population of which we can 
barely dream. 

The completion in 1885 of the con- 
struction of the G.P. Ry. across the 
continent opened a second chapter 
and one of tremendous’ expansion. 
Vast new territories were rendered 
accessible, and it was in these that 
the prospector often led the way with 
consequences that soon made them- 
selves felt. The first important find 
was made near Sudbury, Ont. in 
1983, when in blasting a ‘cutting for 
the railway a body of nickle ore, to 
which we will refer later on, and 
which has made the district world fa- 
mous, was encountered. Similar 
good fortune was in store for B.C., and 
the 90s witnessed the discovery there 
of remarkable successions of ore 
bodies. Before dealing with the. min- 
erals already mentioned for discus- 
sion, I would just like to give a few 
figures showing the expansion of the 
mining industry in Canada over the 
following periods:

We chall revert now to the great 
pre-Cambrian Shield, off which I have 
already spoken reminding you that it 
covers about two million square miles 
in Canada. There are projections of 
about 8 or 10 per cent of this shield 
dnto the U.S., and of this 8 or 10 ‘per 
cent. about 2 or 3 per cent has been 
developed, and I am going to draw 
your attention to what has followed 
in the wake of, or has at least accom- 
panied, the development of this rela- 
tively linsignificant portion of the 
Ghield, with respect to the iron ore 
content. 

It is then fron, the first of the min- 
erals, we shall consider today. Its 
place in the economic life of nations 
is now so great that it commands our 
first consideration. There are two 
projections of the Shield into the U.S.; 
one runs like a long finger down into 
the State of New York, and the other 
into the States of Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota. It is to the latter 
ave shall make reference, and this con- 
tains the deposits known as the Lake 
Superior Iron Ores which have given 
the United States a lead so great that 
that country alone has produce] mure 
than half the world’s total ontyut of 
pig iron and steel. It would be futile 
to speak of thousands of millivns of 
tons of ore—it would mean little to 
the minds of we laymen but we Can 
measure the vast wealth of this rela- 
tively little deposit in other terms 
more easily grasped. For instance, 
Wwe see that the working of this 2 or 3 
percent. of the pre-Cambrian has been, 
and long will be, the very foundation 
of the enormous industrial expansion 
of that famous manufacturing region, 
comprising less tham one-eighth of the 
total area of the U.S., and containing 
not far from half its ponulation and 
the greatest hive of prosperous indus- 
try, the home of its most intense 
energy and largest scale enterprise. 
and the seat of the greatest conrent:a- 
tion o? wealth the wortd has ever 
seen. Please remember these are the 
words of Dr. Corless, not of mine, and 
remember that this fron ore comes 
from a geological formation of which 
we have in Canada 90 percent. 

So much then for the fron. Now 
Jet us consider for a few minutes cop-

WiY WE MUST FIGHT: 
INSECTS 


Above is the title of the lecture Bly- 
en in the City Hall, last Friday even 
ing by Professor BE. H. Strickland, 
Entomologist, of the University of 
Alberta staff. It sounds rather dry 
doesn't it? Yet I venture to say that 
if the Prolessor were to come to Red 
Deer to lecture again next week, all 
those who listened to his fascinating 
talk last Friday would be in their 
seats awaiting with interest to hear 
che next chapter of what might well 
be called “Mntomological Detective 
Stories.” 

Vhe lecture was given under the 
auspices of the Alberta Natural His- 
tory Society, and there was a very 
good audience. The Protessor opened 
with a general review of the age-long 
conilict between man and insects tor 
the fruits of the earth; from the in- 
sect plagues of ancient Wgypt to the 
grassuopper and cutworm outwreaks of 
modern Alberta, 

Mans chief weapon in the struggle 
is his powers of reason whilst the 
insect lights with the uncanny precis- 
10n of instinct and inconceivable pow- 
ers of reproduction. 

It is only in recent years that an 
intensive study ot insect ife has 
been made with a view to controlling 
outureaks of insect pests and prevent- 
ing the cuurmous yearly toll taken 
from agricuiture. 

‘The rru.essor’s talk contained a 
number vu: interesting stories relating 
to the deiails of: these investigations. 

One ot our common cutworms pro- 
vided a typical illustration of the 
methods used to unravel an insect’s 
ufe-history. Bitty years ago the moth 
of this particular caterpillar was com- 
paratively rare. 

Since the clearing and breaking-up 
of the land, however, this worm has 
become a serious pest and thousands 
or acres of crop are sometimes des- 
troyed. 

Isntomologists are agreed that the 
greatest tactors in the control of in- 
ovct pests are the insect parasites who 
live on them and whose eggs are laia 
on or under the skin of their victims 
where the young hatch out and eat 
alive the bodies of the hosts. 

Under normal conditions there is a 
ngtural balance between pests and 
parasites and the former are kept 
within bounds. Changing conditions 
upset this balance, and then we have 
plague of grasshoppers, cutworms or 
some other pest. The problem which 
must be solved is to find out where 
the balance is upset and to re-estab- 
lish the natural control. Investigation 
showed that many of the cutworms 
‘contained maggots of a certain species 
of fly, and that many of the culworm 
pupae hatched out the adults of those 
dies. How to establish the connection 
between fly and cutworm was the next 
question, for observation showed that 
this particular fly never moved about 
except in bright sunlight whilst the 
cutworm never stins above the ground 
except at night. 

It wag eventually found that the 
adult fly laid her eggs—some 4000 or 
5000 of them—on blades of grass and, 
strange to say, though closely watch- 
ed, these eggs were never known to 
hatch, and the problem seemed as far 
from solution as ever. 

‘At this point the Professor raised a 
laugh by reminding his audience 0* 
how, in their younger days, they had 
caught grasshoppers and made them 
“gpit tobacco juice.” Many cater: 
pillars, including cutworms, have this 
habit of spitting tobacco juice when 
handled, the juice being some of the 
digestive fiuids of the mouth. 

It occurred to the investigators to 
try some cutworm tobacco juice on 
the flies’ eggs and, sure enough, it 
worked like a charm. > 

The eggs to which the juice was ap- 
plied immediately hatched. It ‘was 
evident that the cutworm made a meal 
of grass and in so doing swallowed 
the fly eggs which hatched to maggots 
in his stomach and finally ate him 
alive. 

This discovery showed where the 
natural control of cutworms had been 
lost to some extent. 

The cutworm has forsaken the 
grass and taken to the young shoots 
of grain while the fly still prefers to 
lay its eggs on the grass blades. 

Natural selection is gradually evolv- 
ing a new race of flies which will lay 
their eggs on the sprouting grain and 
some day the balance will again be 
established. Some facts regarding 
the Wheat-stem Sawfly were also 
given by the Professor who thinks 
that this might become one of the 
worst pests that Alberta has ever had. 
It is already doing great damage in 
Manitoba and, so far, there seems to 
be no possible method of control. 

A very hearty vote of thanks was 
passed to the Professor for his most 
instructive lecture. 

On Friday evening, March 27th, 
there will be a meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Society at the home of 
Mrs. W. A. Cassels. Miss Irving will 
give some account of her experiences 
in Europe last year. 

On Apri? 17th, Professor Warren, 
geologist, of the University staff, will 
give a lecture here.

Municipalities Have Done Well 
(Sixty-eight municipalities in Alber- 
‘ta during 1924 were able to finance 
their operations during the whole of 
_ that year without a cent of borrowed 
money, according to thé annual report 
of the provincial department of muni- 


;cipal affairs which was presented to 


the Legislature ‘the past week. Out-of 
the total of 169 municipal districts in 
the province, only eight have out- 
‘standing debenture imdebtedness, 
which totals $61,000,000. Of the 101 
districts which ‘had to borrow money 
for current year’s operations, all but 
29 repaid the borrowings for the year 
The districts have met all the deben- 
ture payments falling due in 1924. 

The debenture tissues of municti- 
palities during the year totalled as 
follows; Cities, $3,756,196.98; towns, 
$15,000; villages, $9,500; grand total, 
of which $3,699,843.58 
was for refunding issues, leaving $80,- 
853.40 as new issues. 

Wild Tand tax was levied in 1924 on 
‘4,394,180 acres, the levy totalling $537,- 
026.83. 

The revenue of the department was 
‘slightly increased from 1923, totalling 
$2,332,534.55, which, however, was 
short gif the estimated revenue by 
$505,219:85, chiefly made up by the 
disallowance of the mineral rights 
tax. 


University Report 

In 1924 the Univensity of Alberta 
had 1,341 registered students, accord- 
ing to the annual report of that Insti- 
tution. Of these 908 were men and 
433 women. Those of British birth 
were 905, of which 700 were Canadian 
and 220 Albertans. Those of foreign 
birth totalled 250, of which 193 were 
Americans. There were 186 not speci- 
tied. The registrations in the various 
faculties were as follows: 

Arts and sciences, 738; applied sci- 
ence, 117; medidine, 200; law, 109; 
agriculture, 158; pharmacy, 46; cor- 
respondence courses, 94; Bachelor of 
Divinity, 3; nursing 17. Total, 1,482, 
minus 141 in double courses, leaving 
the net total registrations at 1,341. 

The University received during the 
year a total of $525,000 from the 
Rockefeller Foundation, of which 
$25,000 was interest on the enadow- 
ment of $500,000. 


1924 Value of Agricultural Products 


Total value of all agricultural pro- 
duction, including game and furs, is 
estimated at $217,477,808:23 ifor the 
year 1924, according to the statistics 
; prepared by the publicity branch of 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
statement prepared by the Denpart- 
ment of Agriculture is prepared in 
conjunction with the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, and Is an esti- 
mate of the market value of all bran- 
ches of agricultural production. 
Though the grain crops were very 
‘much less in total yield than the 
lerops of 1923, increases in other 
ilines of production and increased 
‘prices more than made up the defi- 
ciency. The value of grain, hay and 
green feedis ong item which shows 
a large increase over last year, both 
on account of the fact that a great 
deal of the grain was used as green- 
feed and that the value per ton was 
about three times that of the year 
before.

PLAIN CEREMONY 
AT INAUGURATION 
OF U.S. PRESIDENT 


Washington.—Callvin ‘Coolidge at the 
inauguration, calmly and quietly as- 
sumed the duties of President of ithe 
United States for (four more years. 

In a brief ceremony, which never 
deviated from the simple programme 
laid down by himself, Mr. Coolidge re- 
newed his oath of office on his grand- 
mother’s bible, and in a short address 
restated his government’s policy of 
frugality. 

Thousands of people witnessed the 
induction of Mr. Coolidge, and mil- 
lions more listened to what he said at 
their radio sets. His address was to 
“My Countrymen.” In an unhurried, 
even tone, the president read from 
his manuscripts steadily until he 
reached his final declaration that the 
United States cherishes no purpose 
“save than to merit the favor of Al- 
mighty God.” 

The oath of office was administered 
by Chief Justice Taft, himself a for. 
mer president. ‘Mr. Coolidge respond. 
ed with a firm, yet almost inaudible, 
“T do.” 

The gala celebration and expensive 
trappings of former inaugurations 
were almost entirely lacking. After 
the presidential address had ‘been 
concluded, Mr. Coolidge was escorted 
by trotting cavalry from the capitol to 
the White House, where he took his 
place with his guests in a glass-enclos- 
ed reviewing stand to witness the 
passing of the linaugural parade. 


REMOVAL OF SETTLERS 


The removal of settlers from the 
drought area in the south-eastern part 
ofthe province, initiated last fall by 
special arrangement ‘between the pro- 
vincial government, the raflways and 
the federal land settlement board, is 
gtill proceeding. About 600 families 
have now been removed from the dry 
districts to other parts of the province. 
Some 75 families have gone into irrigat- 
ed districts. The settlers removed are 
permitted their own choice of Tocation, 
but every opportunity and encourage- 
‘ment has been given them to go to 
irrigated districts if they so desire. 
This ‘thas been paricularly the case in 
connection with the Lethbridge Nor- 
thern irrigation district, at least to the 
extent to which land has ‘been avail- 
able in that district, and a number of 
families have been located there. Many 
of the settlers removed were located 
west and north of Lethbridge along 
the Crow’s Nest, Macleod and Alder- 
syde lines, while many others ‘went 
carther north in the province,

No Export Demand : 
for American Wheat 

The news today was all of a bearish 
character. Cables opened 2 1-4 pence 
lower and later dropped to'5 1-4 pence. 
Heavy shipments Argentine and Aus- 
tralia were again reported, while 
there was absolutely no export demand 
for North American wheat. These 
factors all contributed to the ‘weak 
start, and when the market ran into 
stop loss orders the decline continued 
almost unchecked,

there was some ‘buying by the public, 
but insufficient to check the decline, 
the final figures being near the Iow 
for the day.

Heré and There 


Southern Alberta is to have an- 
other addition to its growing list of 
titled ranchers, according to report. 
The Duc de Nemours, a descendant 
of Louis Phillipe of France, it is stat- 
ed, is sailing in April to visit Lord 
and Lady Rodney, who have a 
ranch at Fort Saskatchewan, and, 
later, to acquire a homestead near 
the establishment of the Prince of 
Wales. 


The Nova Scotia Technical Col- 
lege assays under direction of the 
Dominion Council of Scientific Re- 
search indicate Nova Scotia oil 
shales to be the richest in the world, 
giving fifty gallons of high-grade 
paraffin to a ton of shale. One 
hundred million tons of the shale 
are readily accessible, and vast oil 
industries similar to those of Colo- 
rado and the Western States might 
well come into being in this pro- 
vince, 


“I find general business condi- 
tions quiet but improving through- 
out Canada and undoubtedly the 
increase in the price of farm pro- 
ducts will prove very encouraging 
to the west,” said Grant Hall, vice- 
president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, on ‘his return from a re- 
cent tour of the Dominion. “Large 
orders for hardware shipped over 
our lines of late to the west indi- 
cate that the crop money is now 
beginning to circulate more readily, 
which in its turn is a mark of the 
farmer’s confidence in the country.” 


There was a general increase in 
all phases of the lumbering in- 
dustry in Canada during 1923, as 
compared with the previous year, 
according to the latest report of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistivs. The 
average value of the output in that 
year amounted to $139,894,677, as 
compared with $114,324,580 in 1922, 
an increase of 22.4 per cent. In 
this respect the lumbering industry 
comes third on the list of manufact- 
uring industries in Canada, with 
the pulp and paper industry first 
and the flour and grist mills second. 


Passengers aboard the Canadian 
Pacific steamship “Empress of 
France,” now touring the world, 
had a unique experience recently 
while visiting Ceylon. Returning 
from a run out to Kandy, the old 
capital of the Cingalese Kings and 
Site of the Temple of the Tooth of 
Buddha, a train-load of the trav- 
ellers was held up by a herd of wild 
elephants which, hemmed in on 
either side by the jungle, ambulated 
along the track ahead. This was a 
feature of the journey which de- 
lighted those of the tourists who 
were not anxious about missing the 
ship.

SHELTER FOR 
THE GARDEN 


Assurance may be given that for 
the most successful growing of ‘horti- 
cultural crops—fruita, vegetables and 
‘flowers—on the open Canadian prair. 
fes, ‘protection fromthe strong and 


‘cool winds fs essential. ‘Shelter pro- 
fection benefits. these crops to a large 
degree, says Experimental Farms 
Notes. 

The Morden Experim2ntal Station, 
with the exception of a row of large 
box elder and green ash an'd cotton- 
wood: trees around the old farm house, 
was open prairie in 1916. During that 
season, Canagana and willow hedges 
were planted generously. These ‘have 
developed well and afford, with other 
subsequent plantings of different ma. 
terialg, friendly shelter to most of the 
garden areas. However, each season 
some plantings of vegetable crops and 
flowers are made in the openfor com- 
parison. 

The following general observations 
have been noted at. the Morden Pxper- 
imental Station and at neighboring 
farmsteads: 


1. Shelter is most valuable when 
found-on all four sides of the garden. 


2. If there were hut one material 
for garden shelter, the choice would 
be—the Siberian pea tree, Caragana, 
arborescens. 

3. The most effective shelter seems 
to be that afforded by rows 9f s >ruce 
trees. These are of rather slow 


4. Coniferous trees, such as spruce 
‘and pine, seem to tbe less severe on 
the soil moisture in summer, than are 
the deciduous broad-leaved trees. 


5. Veny satisfactory and durable 
shelter is gained when rows of spruce 
trees are employed, and these flanked 
on the outside with caragana in hedge 
rows. The native white spruce is the 
logical choice of the spruce varieties, 
but Colorado blue spruce will prob- 
ably withstand drought somewhat 
better. 

6. Undesirable trees to be grown 
for shelter in proximity to a garden 
include balsam poplar, Russian poplar, 
cottonwood, box elder or “Manitoba 
maple,” and elm. The elm is a gross 
feeder and uses much soil moisture. 
The other trees harbor plant pests and 
cause annoyance from seedlings, and 
the poplars send wup_ troublesome 
swekers. 

7. ‘Non-suckering varieties of wil- 
lows, swch as laurel-leaved willow pro- 
vide fair shelter for a large garden.

iA certain amount of attention has 
been attracted by the press accounts 
of a student at the University of Al- 
berta at Edmonton leaving the Uni- 
versity because of a “hazing” episode 
of which he was the victim. The 
facts appear to be that he resented 
so strongly the initiation ceremony 
to which students are expected to 
submit that he left the university 
without waiting to make a formal pro- 
test to the governing anthorities or 
giving an opportunity for an enquiry 
by them. It is not suggested that this 
initiation ceremony was of a nature 
likely to cause pain, injury or degra- 
dation. It seems to have consisted 
mainly in an insistence on the wear- 
ing of a sort of skull cap. the cutting 
of a small portion of hair on the back 
of the head, and the turning up of the 
trousers unusually high. There is 
nothing very terrible in thig ordeal. 
It would seem childish and ridiculous 
rather than anything else. There is, 
however, a quite serious issue involv- 
ed in it. It tis a fairly obvious ques- 
tion to ask why should such an initi- 
ation ceremony be insisted on at all. 
What possible sense or use is there 
in it? It is doubtfully funny. and ba 
dently in cases such as this it ‘is cap- 
able of causing acute resentment. 
What earthly right have any set of 
students to insist on such a_cere- 
mony? If it were a question of the 
wearing of any recognized matversity’) 
garb or compliance with any establish- | 
ed and even dimly intelligent custom,

nature of practical joking should be 
rigidly suppressed, and that students, 
who are usually at the most boister- 
ous time of life, should be forced to 
behave with the decorum of mediaeval 
penitents in the awfwl presence of the 
Inquisition, Equally it is true that 
customs which involve the comput 
sory infliction of pain, indignity 
ridicule on individuals should be rigid- 
ly suppressed by the authorities. It is 
quite right that students at a univer- 
sity should have certain righs of self- 
government and discipline, if only as 
a preliminary training for the  exer- 
cise of the rights of citizenship, but 
those rights should always be subject 
to constant close supervision from 
higher authority. ‘Students are not as 
a rule of an age at ‘which sympathy, 
understanding or restraint is highly 
developed, and they are a Ititle apt tu 
usea newly attained liberty of action 
in ways which are neiiqer desirable or 
considerate. In the cree of the Uni- 
versity at Edmonton there is provis- 
ion made for students aggrieved by 
any happening to put their cases be- 
fore, first, a students’ court, and then 
before an appeal court of the govern- 
ing authorities, but in this as in 
other bodies it may be sometimes 
distinctly difficult for any individual to 
lay a complaint against a general cus- 
tom without incurring disagreeable 
consequences to himself in his subse- 
quent career iin the university. It is 
perhaps worth noting that neither 
“ragging” nor “hazing” is known at 
the great Scottish universities. It 
would do no harm if they ceased to ‘be 
knowmw at our Canadian universities, 
which are intended as centres of edu- 
cation and not of primitive hhorseplay.

| When the average thoughtful, well 
‘informed Canadian citizen grasps 
clearly these facts regarding the min- 
eral resources of the pre-Cambrian in 
Canada, sees their potential wealth 
both intrinsically and in relation. to 
other industries, and determines to 
back the opening up of this greater 
part of the country on a scale com- 
mensurate ‘with its importance, a new 
epoch will begin in our national de- 
velopment, perhaps of even greater 
importance than that which began 
with the opening up of Canada’s 
western wheat lands.

LIQUOR LAW 
ADMINISTRATION 


In the final quarter of an hour of 
Tuesday’s session of the Alberta Leg- 
islature, Attorney-General J. E. Brown- 
lee moved for second reading of his 
amendments to the Liquor Act, when, 
following a brief explanation of the 
amendments, the debate on _ second 
reading was adjourned by A. M. 
Matheson, U.F.A., Vegreville, who ap- 
parently has something to say on “one 
man” control of the Liquor Board. Mr. 
Brownlee, in dealing with the dissat- 
isfaction that existed throughout the 
country at the prevalence of so many 
beer warehouses, dropped a hint to 
the breweries that they would do well 
to get together and arrange for joint 
distribution, thus closing down many 
of the existing warehouses. Liquor 
Commissioner Dinning, who has at 
various times during the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature, come in for 
warm tributes for his.management of 
the province's liquor business, was 
already discussing this phase of beer 
distribution with the brewers, added 
Mr. Brownlee. 


Many Difficulties 


Advocates of government distribu- 
tion of beer were reminded by Mr. 
Brownlee of the difficulties that stood 
in the way, including the need for 
refrigerating plants, and the fact that 
the government ought not to be re- 
sponsible for the handling of beer 
from brewery to consumer until it 
could also control the price. 

Importation of beer from B.C. and 
Saskatchewan, to reduce local beer 
prices, was declared by Mr. Brownlee 
to be an unlikely solution. 

Answering a question by S. G. Tobin, 
Liberal, Leduc, the Attorney-General 
declared that regular analyses by the 
provincial analyst had falled to dis- 
close any grounds for complaint as to 
the quality of Alberta-brewed beer. 

Opposition to the ‘request of the 
Alberta hotelmen to be allowed to sell 
beer by the bottle for consumption off 
the premises or in hotel bedrooms was 
strongly voiced by the Attorney- 
General, as this system would at once 
end all real control over beer  con- 
sumption, and the present permit sys- 
tem, which, he was convinced, was so 
strong a feature of the Alberta Act, 
might as well be dropped, leaving beer 
to be sold by groceries or anybody 
else. He also objected to the closing-

Dealing with the export of lMquor 
from Alberta, Mr. Brownlee pointed 
out that this was a’ matter for federal 
legislation, but that the ‘province had 
done its part at all times in supplying 
information: that’ would enable’ the 
proper authorities to check up on this 
traffic. : 

As to the legality of Alberta’s im- 
porting lquor, Mr. Brownlee stated 
that the Dominion Government was 
being urged to so amend the Canada 
Temperance Act as to set this ques- 
tion beyond doubt. 

Some thought had been given to 
the suggestion that some limit be set 
on the quantities of liquor sold to in- 
dividual purchasers, concluded Mr. 
Brownlee, but it was discovered after 
a careful check-up that there was not 
a single case where any man buying 
in large quantities was bootlegging. 
“Some of our best people are buying 
in quantities,” added Mr. Brownlee. 

Questioned by R. C. Marshall, Liber- 
al, Calgary, Mr. Brownlee stated that 
the question of billboard versus news- 
paper advertising might be discussed 
again in committee this session. 

A. M. Matheson, U.F.A., Vegreville, 
asked why the provision for an agsist- 
ant chairman, Mr. Brownlee explained 
that this was done so that when Mr. 
Dinning was absent somebody might 
have the power to act for him. 

“This gives the deputy the same full 
powers conferred on Mr. Dinning?”

' flight of a hundred miles or more. 
“I was only a little girl eleven years

very well, and David Crockett ‘had 
both lost their lives there. And Col. 
Fannin and his entire battalion of 
Texan ‘patriots had been massarred. 
The Mexicans had driven Gen. Sam 
Houston back, and he had sent out an 
appeal for every able-bodied settler 
to join the Texan army. ‘But the pros- 
pect was not hopeful. ‘Santa Anna 
had a large army and a considerable 
number of cannon; and, moreover, a 
Mexican warship had entered Galves- 
ton Bay. ~~ 

“My uncle, James Wells, who lived 
with us, decided at once that he 
would join General Houston. Father 
and mother began to get this outfit 
ready: and, since ‘he would need many 
bullets for his rifle, they set me to 
melting lead in @ little pot and told 
me to run two hundred bullets in the 
bullet mould that went with every 
settler’'s gun. Dedr me, what trouble 
I had to make the lead melt! When 
at last it flowed together I dipped it 
out of the pot with an iron spoon, and 
while I was pouring it into ‘the mould 
I burned one of my thumbs so badly 
that ‘it smarted all the rest of the day. 
But everyone was far too anxious and 
alarmed to give much heed to my 
poor thumb. 

“Barly the next morning a vast 
herd of buffaloes ‘appeared a few miles 
away, and this terrified the settlers 
Imost as much as the news from the 
Alamo ‘had done; people said that the 
Comanches -were close behind the ani- 
mals, for otherwise they would not 
have icome so far south. We hardly 


{knew which way to turn for safety. 


“Mother had spent most of the after- 
noon of the day before cooking food 
to take with us and making packs of 
our clothing and our bedding. Father 
was at work repairing a yoke and 
framing a sled on which to pack our 
things. We had only a yoke of long- 


.; horned oxen to draw it. 


“Late that night while I was asleep 
a mounted messengre came from Gen. 
Houston and warned everyone to 
make haste. The Mexicans, ‘he said, 
“were not more than ten miles away 
and were burning the settlers’ houses. 

“Mother packed our sled by the 
light of a candle and then dressed my 
little sister. Father yoked the long- 
horned oxen and ‘hitched them to the 
sled. Now the sky was growing Nght. 
After eating a scanty breakfast, we 
made the door of the house fast and 
set off; my brother drove the oxen, 
and the rest of us followed the sled. 
Mother burst out crying as she turned 
for a last look at our ‘house and gar- 
den. She and I took turns carrying 
my baby sister. 

“At a distance we heard shouting 
and saw other teams, those of the 
Dyers, the Neals, the Bells, the Bun- 
dicks, and those of other settlers who 
lived within a few mileg of us. All 
were driving fast across the prairie 
toward the ferry at Trinity River. 

“No one had a clear idea where we 
were going. The journey was a stam- 
pede to escape the Mexicans. We had 
heard that the enemy had cavalry, 
and, as the oxen tofled on, we looked 
back frequently, for we expected at 
any moment to see horsemen with 
sabres galloping after us. 

“During the morning all of the fam- 
ilies that we knew and many that 
were strangers overtook us; all were 
hurrying in a long straggling proces- 
sion over the trail to Trinity ‘River. 
Men were shouting, and many women 
were crying. There seemed to be 
three women to one man, for most of 
the men had gone to join General 
Houston’s force. In front of us, a Mr. 
Cotie was driving six yokes of oxen 
attached to a thuge, creaking wagon 
that was piled high with household 
goods. Behind it were fifteen negroes, 
several of whom were leading cows 
and colts. 

“All the settlers who owned slaves 
had taken them, and you could see 
many negroeg driving teams or carry- 
ing loads of bedding. One whom 
people called Uncle Ned drove Mr. 
Adam Stafford’s wagon, which led the 
procession. He was a fine old negro 
with woolly white ‘hair and a_ white 
beard, and the wagon was almost as 
large as the one in front of us; five 
yokes of oxen and a span of mules 
drew it. Twenty-six negroes followed 
it in a body. (Mr. Stafford, who had 
long been a cnipple, was in the wagon 
with his wife and his daughter, and 
Uncle Ned was taking guod care of 
them. At a word from him the other 
negroes would spring to lay ‘hold of 
the wheels so as to ease the wagon 
over the logs in the trail. 

“Once when the negroes were at the 
wheels my mother laughed for the 
first time that day.

hundred people were still behind us 


Mr. Bundick drove the team on the 
boat, and the rest of us waded 
through the muddy water and clam- 
bered aboard. The Dyers and the 
Bells and the people from six other 
carts were taken on the same trip. 

‘Father held my sick little- sister 
clasped to his breast to shelter her 
against the wind and the rain, and 
mother stood beside him and theld a 
roll of our clothing and father’s gun. 
The river was covered with driftwood, 
and the light from great pine-wood fir- 
es on the muddy shores made it look 
like a rolling river of blood. Gran- 
ville and I were so awe-struck we 
fould not speak. The men and the 
negroes “heave-hoed,” as they pulled 
at the cable. Drift logs and stumps 
bumped into us and made the boat 
rock and turn. It seemed to me that 
we could never reach the other side. 
Twice the men stopped pulling and 
stood panting as they held fast to the 
cable. But at last they hauled in to 
the landing, where we sank to our 
knees in mud and water as soon as we 
stepped off the boat. 

“For a long way the trail we follow- 
ed was a mere slough of mud. Mr. 
Bundick gave mother his horse to 
ride, and she carried my little sister 
in front of her. Granville and I had 
to climb into the cart, though we were 
sorry for the poor oxen as we did so. 

“We had gone only a littie way when 
‘we came to a bayou of the river, over 
which was a log bridge.. Though the 
water was above the planks, our cart 
drove out upon the bridge, which 
creaked and settled alarmingly as we 
passed to the other shore. The cart 
that was behind us and that carried 
a Mr. Calder and this wife broke the 
bridge, and the oxen were drowned 
and the cart was swept away. Mr. 
Calder, whohad caught ‘hold of a part 
of the bridge that was still firm, leap- 
ed into the water and (brought his 
wife out. 

“Now a great outcry rose from the 
people on the side opposite us. Hun 
dreds of them were waiting to cross 
the bayou, but the water was too high 
for them to ford it; yet they were 
afraid that, if they waited, the rising 
water of the Trinity would 
them. 7 

“Father and Mr. Bundick left us 
with the cart in a small pine woods 
and joined a party that was going 
back to build another bridge. The 
men kindled fires along the bayou and 
worked all night, cutting pine trees 
and hauling the logs to the bank. But 
{t was not till noon of the next day 
that they finished the bridge. 

“We drove on for several miles and 
camped in the pine woods a little way 
from a new settlement where the town 
of Liberty now stands. More than a 
thousand people with their carts were 
camping in the vicinity, for no one be- 
Neved that the ‘Mexicans could cross 
the Trinity now that it was in flood. 
There in the pine woods my little sis- 
ter died, and the next day we ‘buried 
her. If she had died at-home, I should 
have been wild with grief; but now I 
had suffered so much and was so worn 
with hardship and lack of sleep that 
not a tear came into my eyes.

“We decided to stay, and dt was 
well that we did, for early the next 
morning we saw a horseman coming 
at a gallop through the pines.

He jumped off his horse 
and showed us a written dispatch 
signed by General Houston. ‘We

‘The Mexicans are our prisoners. Go 
home in peace.’ 

“Sick and weak as all those -poor 
women and children were, they shout: 
ed for joy, and I imagine that no-one 
else ‘has ever heard such queer, shrill 
hurrahs, 

“That day all those hundreds and 
thousands of half-starved people 
started for home. The bridges over 
the Trinity had been destroyed to hold 
the ‘Mexicans in check, and ‘the cables 
of most of the ferryboats were broken. 
We were obliged to follow down the 
east bank of the river and finally to 
cross it by a ferry near the mouth. 

“Though the wind wag blowing hard 
from the bay, we crossed without 
much trowble., I lost my sunbonnet 
overboard, and father wished to jump 
over and get it, but mother ‘held fast 
to his arm. ‘Not for twenty sunbon- 
nets!’ she cried. ‘Who knows how 
many alligators may ‘be lying in wait!’ 

“After that I had nothing to wear 
on my head except half of an old 
tablecloth; and we were meeting so 
many people, especially young Texan 
soldiers, that I felt a good deal em. 
barrassed. 

“The next day we came to. the 
prairie at the San Jacinto where the 
battle ‘thad been fought. The field 
wag a dreadful spectacle. The Mexi- 
can dead lay where they had fallen; 
and at a distance we saw _ prowling 
‘packs of wolves and here and there a 
gray panther sneaking along in the 
edge of the thickets. General Hous: 
ton’s force was camping not far off 
and guarding the Mexican prisoners it 
had taken. We learned that Santa 
Anna himself was among them. While 
the 'Mexicans were in rout it seems 
that he escaped and’ hid in the woods, 
but three Texans,—James Sylvester, 
Washington ‘Seecrest and Sion Bos- 
tick,—who were out ‘picking up Mexi- 
can stragglers, caught sight of ‘him 
stealing from a thicket. Although 
they did not know that he was Santa 
Anna, they gave chase and soon over 
took him. When he found that he 
could not escape his pursuers, he turn: 
ed and held up his hands. ‘I yield 
myself,’ he said in English. 

“Wven then the Texans did not know 
that he was Santa Anna; the fellow 
had hidden hig uniform at a deserted 
house in which he shad passed the 
first night after the battle and had 
put on the clothes of a Texan settler. 
Seecrest, however, guessed he was a 
Mexican of distinction; and the three 
Texans started to take him to General 
Houston’s headquarters. On the way 
they passed a group of Mexican pris- 
oners under guard, a few of whom 
cried out in tones of pity, ‘Es el pre- 
sidente!’ Them the Texans knew that 
their prisoner was indeed a Mexican 
of distinction! 

“Sergt. Leo Roark and several Tex: 
an soldiers whom he knew invited us 
to go to camp. and see Santa Anna. 
Mother and Mrs. Dyer would not go 
because their clothes were torn and 
soiled; and, badly as I wanted to see 
Santa Anna, I was too ashamed of the 
tablecloth over my head to go where 
I should meet so many people. But 
Mrs. Bell, Mrs. Moses Shipman and 
several others went after they had 
tidied themselves as best they could.

Correspondence 


Letters dated January 6, February 
10, 21.and 24,-from the Deputy Minister 
of the Department of Municipal Affairs 
were read and filed. Letter from the 
Department of Public Health dated 
February 26, was read and filed. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co. wrote 
February 25, giving notice that they 
were withdrawing their appeal to the 
District Court Judge from the recent 
assessment of their lands. The Red 
Deer Municipal Hospital advised that 
Mr. John Bell had been admitted on 
January 31 as a patient. The account, 
in connection with this case, $112, was 
also received from the Hospital and 
tabled. 

Payne & Graham wrote on February 
6 regarding a ditch on the N.BE. of sec- 
tion 29-38-27-4, Councillor John 
Wiggins was appointed a committee of 
the Council to deal with the matter. 

The Hail Insurance Board wrote on 
February 14 advising that the annual 
meeting of the ratepayers of the Muni- 
cipal Hail Insurance District would be 
held in Calgary on March 18, and asked 
that a representative be appointed to 
attend. Moved by Councillor Isaacson 
that Councillor Smith be the delegate 
to the Hail Insurance annual meeting. 
Carried. 

Moved by Councillor Fitzgerald that 
Councillor Fitzgerald be appointed an 
alternative delegate in the event of 
Councillor Smith not being able to go 
to Calgary on that date. Carried. 

Mrs. J. C. Ensign reported having 
found the Municipal District books in 
excellent order for the 1924 audit. She 
also applied for the office of auditor 
for 1925. Mr. Andrew Allen, of Ed- 
monton, also made application for the 
office. 

Moved by Councillor Isaacson that, 
as Mrs. Ensign’s work as auditor had 
been done in a satisfactory manner in 
previous years, that she be re-appoint- 
ed auditor for 1925. Carried. 

Angus Campbell, of Red Deer, ap- 
pealed against the Wild Land taxa- 
tion on part of section 138-38-28-4 for 
the year 1924, on the ground of having 
been living on the place and having it 
partly under cultivation before August 
1 of that year. His information was 
confirmed by Cound¢illor Wiggins, and 
on motion by Councillor Olson, the 
1924 Wild Lands taxes were cancelled 
and an order made that the payment 
made on same by Mr. Campbell be re- 
funded. 

H. Jamoye, of Sylvan Lake, applied 
for a permit to cut hay on road al- 
lowance, similar to what he had from 
the Council for 1924. Moved by Coun- 
cillor Olson that the same be given. 
Carried. 

J. C. Plaster’s letter regarding open- 
ing roads was again tabled until 
Councillor Fitzgerald had an opportun- 
ity to investigate the matter. 

Four applications were received for 
seed grain for the coming season. After 
very full consideartion of the matter 
of supplying seed grain, the Council 
agreed unanimously as follows, on 
motion by Councillor Isaacson:— 

“Resolved, that under the circum- 
stances in which the district 1s at the 
present time, and in view of the num- 
ber of charges that may be against 
land and crops having priority of seed 
grain loans, and thus adversely affect- 
ing the security that the Municipality 
would have to secure for the repay- 
ment of such loans; this Council do not 
consider it in the best interest of the 
Municipality to borrow money for the 
purpose of securing seed grain at the 
present time.”

“THE TWIN TRUST- 
BUSTERS AT WORK” 


The twin trust-busters, Honourable 
James Murdock and W. T. R. Preston, 
are again on the war path. They are 
making the welkin ring. Even after 
three years of Liberal rule, which 
was supposed to be ttatal to trusts, 
combines and monopolies, they have 
discovered these terrible dragons and 
are out to get them—that is, they say 
they are. 

But unfortunately Messrs. Murdock 
and Preston have a reputation more 
for talking about trusts and combines 
than for killing them. When the Min- 
ister of Labour was a candidate dur- 
ing the last general election he told 
the most harrowing tales of. what 
these terrible dragons were doing to 
Canada. Having been a member of 
the Board of Commerce, which was 
supposed to inquire into such matters, 
the electors thought he knew what 
he was talking about, and they ex- 
pected action as soon as the Liberals 
got into office. 

Well, they got into office, and what 
did they do? They did practically 
nothing. By their actions they simply 
said, “Murdoch did not know what he 
was talking about.” So ‘the trusts, 
and combines, if they existed, kept on 
just the same, with Mackenzie King 
and ‘Murdock looking on, and enjoying 
the company of these _ terrible 
creatures. 

In 1923, W. T. BR. Preston pretend- 
ed to discover a iterrible combine on 
the Great Lakes which was taking 
from the farmers all their profits on 
grain. The Government said: “This 
seems to look like the real thing in 
the way of a terrible dragon,” and it 
prepared some legislation to dismem- 
ber the animal. The machinery was 
set up, but when they came to work 
it something happened. The American 
vessel owners refused to carry Cana- 
dian grain under the conditions im- 
posed, and before they ‘could be _ in- 
duced to relent the Government had 
to go down on its knees to the 
Americans, and beg them to come in. 
But before they did so the Government 
had to assure them that they would 
not be prosecuted for breaking the 
law. 

Recently, Preston discovered what 


he describes as a terrible shipping 
combine on the Atlantic. Worse 
still, he finds that the Government 


Merchant Marine has been a member 
of it. Of course there was. nothing 
new about that for Parliament found 
it out in 1923; but though the cham- 
pion trust-busters were in power they 
did nothing. If this shipping combine 
on the ocean has been holding up the 
people of Canada, as is now alleged, 
and the Government knew that its 
own vessels were a party to it, why 
didn't it do something? 

Tt has recently been discovered that 
there is a fruit combine that has 
been holding up the public. 
has ‘been operating ever since the 
Government came into office—why 
didn’t the trust-busters get busy be- 
fore? 

The reason is that with a general 

election in sight the Government has 
had to scurry around for new issues. 
It has gone back so completely on its 
1919 platform that it must have some- 
thing to divert the public attention 
from its faithlessness to its pledges. 
So the old terrible dragons are being 
trotted out again. 
* True, some Liberals who have no 
use for shams and fake issues, doubt 
the wisdom of such manoeuvres. Lib- 
erals responsible for the  party’s 
strategy admit that the “terrible drag- 
on” act is just about worn out; but 
they think it is good for at least an- 
other turn. You can't get it out of 
their heads that you can’t fool the peo- 
ple all the time. 

Let no one be decaived by the oper- 
ation of these two trust-busters—they 
are seeking merely to divert public 
attention from the real issues. If the 
socalled dragons are as terrible as is 
made out, Messrs. Murdoch and’ Pres- 
ton are the last men that should 
tackle them, having faller down so 
badly on the job before.

Agriculture and industry 
equally have progressed and there is 
no unemployment, but, on the con- 
trary, a shortage of labor exists. 

Sir Alfred, himself a Jew, enthuses 
especially over the rapid growth of 
the town of Tel-A-Viv, near Jaffa, 
which he declares lis an astonishing 
and romantic example of Hebrew en- 
terprise. The site in 1909 was a 
stretch of Barren seashore sand, 
which now is covered by a city of 
25,000 people. 

There are 138 factories, all of 
which derive their power either from 
electricity or ofl, thus there is not 
a single smoke-belching chimney, but 
“an ideal city, building wealth under 
sunlit skies and a pure atmosphere. 

Many Industries Operated 

The settlement was started by Jews 
from Jaffa and its rapid) growth has 
attracted enterprising Hebrews from 
other countries, whose silk weaving, 
shoemaking and furniture {factories 
are now in full swing. . 

Haifai is another prosperous centre 
where a great harbor, capable of ne- 
commodating the whole British Miedi- 
terranean fleet, is ‘being built. This 
city also is becoming the seat of 
important industries. 

The agricultural development of 
Palestine is keeping pace with the 
industrial, according to Sir Alfred, 
largely owing to the enterprise of 
Jewish emigrants from Rumania and 
Bulgaria. Garden citigs are svringing 
up around Jerusalem and costly hous- 
es are being erected. 

Hostility Exaggerated 

Sir Alfred asserts that the hostility 
of the Arabs to the Jewish develop- 
ment has been exaggerated as “the 
economic bond is stronger than the 
political animosity.” 

Concurrently with ‘Sir Alfred's 
statement, the Daily Express today 
prints a fresh report of an energetic 
hostile movement by Moslems and 
Arab (Christians against the proposed 
visit of the Earl of Ralfour. who, as 
British foreign secretary, issued the 
famous declaration giving British 
swpport to the establishment of the 
Jewish homeland. 


CAMROSE ELEVATOR 
DESTROVED BY FIRE 


$14,000 Lose Caused When Flames 
Sweep Grain Growers Building 


Camrose, March 13.—The Unitec 
Grain Growers’ elevator, No. 142, was 
completely destroyed by fire, which 
broke out a few minutes after 6 o'clock 
last evenin'g. The fire appeared to 
have started at the top of the elevator. 
About two carloads of oats and 
eighteen hundred bushels of wheat 
were burned. Asmall quantity of flour 
and some nails and wire were also 
lost ‘in the storehouse ‘built close to 
the elevator. 

The elevator was built by R. |. 
Rushton in 1906 and was of 35,000 
or 40,000 bushels capacity. It was 
the oldest structure of its kind in 
the town, as well as the first elevator 
on the C.P.R. between Wetaskiwin ara 
Saskatoon. While there was practi- 
cally no wind blowing at the time of 
the fire, the intense heat for a time 
threatened to set fire to the C. P. R. 
water tower nearby across the yard 
tracks, but the fire brigade kept it 
well covered wih two streams of 
water. 

The fire loss will probably be in the 
neighborhood of $14,000. The amount 
of insurance carried is placed by the 
head office ofthe company and is not 
known locatly at this time.

LAWYERS NOT TO 
BE BONDED 


Had there been but three more “aye- 
minded” members in their seats in the 
Alberta Legislature Tuesday after- 
noon when the vote was taken on a 
resolution of G. A. Forster, U.F.A., 
Handhills, that barristers and lawyers 
handling trust funds should be bonded, 
the Attorney-General of the province 
would today have been faced with the 
task of drawing up legislation whereby 
his brethren of the legal profession 
must take out bonds in some sum from 
$5,000 to $10,000 before they would be 
permitted to handle trust funds be- 
longing to their clients. 

The resolution which received strong 
endorsation at the recent U.F.A. con- 
vention in Calgary, found considerable 
support on both sides of the House, 
sixteen Farmer members voting in 
favor, despite the outspoken opposition 
of Attorney-General Brownlee, and 
the silent negation of the plan of 
Premier Greenfield. When the division 
was counted it was found that the 
resolution was lost by a 21-23 vote on 
@ non-party vote. What saved the 
lawyers was that real estate men and 
others were not bonded, and that the 
Benchers had been honestly trying to 
have brethren in default “clean up.”
